This  idea  of  planting  trees  was  not 
originated  by  me,  but  I believe  that  it  will  meet  with  almost  everybody’s  approval. 

Towns,  villages  and  cities  have  taken  up  the  matter  of  planting  groves  of  shade  trees  on  land  they  have  purchased,  and  in  the  parks.  Schools  have  also 
taken  up  this  matter  and  are  planting  trees  in  the  usually  bare  school  yards.  But  we  all  can  plant  trees  ourselves.  We  can  show  “the  boys”  that  we  ap- 
preciate what  they  have  done.  We  can  name  the  trees  we  plant  after  the  boys  who  have  served.
